For itree years past 1 have been intimately ; l >- 
>*»riated with the Director' of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company. My position has been that 
of Assistant General Solicitor, and as such I 
have been in special charge of the cases known 
as the railroad tax cases, and believe I am thor­ 
oughly advised «»f the motives that induced the 
Directors of that i ompnny to make a legal resist­ 
ance to the tax laid inxoii the assessment made 
by the State Board of Equalization. It is perhaps 
unfortunate, both for the railroad company and 
the public, that in the busy life of the Directors 
of the company they have not always given to 
the public information which would enable the 
formation of a just judgment of their actions. 
The grossest misrepresentations, both of their 
motives and of their acts, have gone unchal­ 
lenged, and men who have dev,oted the best 
years of their life to the development and pros­ 
perity of the country, who have faithfully kept 
and performed their obligations, moral and 
legal. h aw allowed a sentiment to grow up, 
based c hiefly uj>on misrepresentation. 
í propose now to present to the people of this 
State a statement of the revenue law .-, of the 
question*» involved in the railroad tax c-as.es, and 
of the efforts made by the Directors of the com­ 
pany for si speedy .adjustment and final settle­ 
ment of the (iidlculties arising out of these ques­ 
tions. 
While the questions involved are constitution­ 
al one-?, and it: any other country would not be 
comprehended by th • mass of the people, yet 
the American people, by reason of their active 
participation in the affair- of the Government, 
arc able to gras;» and comprehend such ques­ 
tion.-; indeed, it has not bivu infrequently the 
case that :1c* masses arrived at a correct solution 
of these questions in advance of the legal pro­ 
fession. Notably was this the cast* upon the 
greatest constitutional question ever raised, 
namely, that involved in the relations of the 
Federal and State Governments to each other, 
and of the relation of the people of the Union to 
each. Upon thes>- questions iawyere and judges 
differed from the beginning, and after years of 
discussion were as far apart as ever. The people 
seized upon these questions in the supreme mo­ 
ment and determined them with such accuracy 
thu: now no one questions the justice or the wis­ 
dom of that determination. With a firm belief 
in the wisdom and justice of this people. I ap­ 
proach the question involved. 
For many years prior to the adoption of the 
new Constitution, the railroad companies of 
California, and especiallj those belonging to 
the Central Pacific system, paid their taxes 
promptly, and since the adoption of the new 
Constitution the latter companies have paid 
w ithout question all taxes upon their stations, 
workshops and lauds assessed by the same tri­ 
bunals which iis.«es.-i*d the property of other 
persons w ithin their jurisdiction. These taxes 
have been cheerfully paid at the earliest mo­ 
ment that payment could be made, and they 
amount in the aggregate to immense sums of 
money. Since the adoption of the ne»v Consti­ 
tution difficulties have arisen which the rail­ 
road companies deplore as deeply as can any 
•nt* else—difficulties which many of the ablest 
men in the Constitutional Convention quid at 
the he.id of which was Mr Kstee- predicted 
:nu>t necessarily arise under the provisions of 
th.-i: instrument. 
The new Constitution pro­ 
vided a general system of taxation affecting all 
property w ithin the state except railroad prop­ 
erty oifntted in more than one county. This 
general system, in brief, provided that all prop­ 
erty *hoi,id be taxed in proportion to its value— 
that i> to say, that the rate of taxation should 
I*.* the -ame us to all property, and that all 
property should be assessed in the same propor­ 
tion to its value, whether that proportion was 
one-half or two-thirds of the value thereof. 
This system required that the proportion of 
value should la* ascertained under a general 
iav, affecting all persons and all property 
within it ' scope, it required that, before a lia­ 
bility w.;** fixed, there should be notice and an 
opportunity to be heard given to every person 
w hose property w as to be affected. 
!t gave ;-ii appeal from the Assessor to the lo- 
fi 
Boards of Equalization, elected by the people 
of tie* • unities, which Boards held their sessions 
at times fixed by law, and were required to 
transact their business openly, in the presence 
of the people, and to proceed according to the 
rub's of evidence, calculated to insure justice. 
It required the assessments tobe? made in the 
county by the A '* «.«or elected by the people, who 
was to act in their presence, and be directly re- 
sj>oiisible to them lor his action. 
It prevented property from being assessed in lc- 
calities distant from the place where it was sit­ 
uated. 
!t prescribed the mode and m anner of 
the assessment, and allowed every owner of 
property to deduct from the value of the same 
the value of the motgages, deeds of trust or 
other ’.tens thereupon, and permitted the Asses­ 
sor to n^-es* such owner only for the beneficial 
interest whft h he had in the property, to w it 
the value thereof after deducting the amount of 
such mortgages or liens. This system, fairly ad­ 
ministered, would produce that equality which 
is of the very essence of taxation. 
There are difficulties inherent in the subject 
of taxation which have hitherto rendered it im­ 
possible to frame laws which under,all circum­ 
stances would distribute the burden of taxation 
with exact equality. All law s enacted in civil­ 
ized countries, down to the time of the adoption 
ot the ucw Constitution of California, aimed to 
accomplish, as near a> may be, that end. and 
the general system adopted in the State of Cali­ 
fornia contained all the safeguards which expe­ 
rience has taught to be necessary to the protec­ 
tion of the citizen in his right to property, 
against unjust and arbitrar}' exactions. 
In the moment of excitement, and against the 
prote-t of men whose fealty to popular rights 
b id never been questioned, a majority of the 
framers of the new Constitution excepted from 
the operation of this general and equitable 
sy>tem 
the franchise,

the State. They singled out from the mass of 
property not all railroad property, nor all prop­ 
erty operated in more than one county, but 
railroads operated in more than one county, and 
applied to them a special system of taxation. 
This special sytem is found in Section 10. 
Article M ill, ef the new Constitution, which 
prescribes that “ the franchise, roadway, road­ 
bed. rails and rolling stock of all railroads oper­ 
ated in more than one county in this State shall 
be assessed by the stu:e Board of Equalization 
at their actual value, and shall be apportioned 
to the counties, cities and counties, cities, tov. us. 
townships, and districts, in which such railroads 
are located, in proportion to the number of 
miles of railway laid in such counties, cities 
and counties, cities, towns, township1', and dis­ 
tricts.” 
This special system, by virtue of Section 1 of 
the same article, as construed by the Supreme 
Court of California, prevents the owners of such 
property from deducting from the value thereof 
the mortgages or liens upon the same, and 
denies to the owners of such property all pro­ 
tection from 
the general laws of the land, 
constitutional or otherwise, which— 
First—Require that property shall be taxed in 
proportion to it? value. 
Second—Require such proportion to he ascer­ 
tained by the general law. 
Third—Require that before liability be fixed 
NOTICE AND AN 
OPPORTUNITY TO BE 
HEARD MUST BE GIVEN 
Fourth—Give an appeal from ::ie Assessor i > 
another tribunal. 
Fifth—Require the assessment to he made in 
the county, and prevent its being made in a 
locality distant from the tiiu.' of the property. 
bixth—ITescribed the mode and manner of 
the assessment, and the rules of procedure and 
evidence, and 
Seventh—Allow deduction for indebtedness 
secured by mortgages or other iie;i>. 
The section ::i question whit h lifts this prop­ 
erty out of the protection of the general laws of 
the land contains a full grant of powers.. It 1» 
what lawyers call a self-exeeutiug section 
If it 
be legal and valid, the power of a state Board 
under ii. and the limitations of that power, can 
only be ascertained by an examination of the 
section itself. 
It is not within the rightful au­ 
thority of the Legislature to take away any part 
of the power conferred by the constitutional 
provisions. If these exceptional provisions arc 
valid, then railroad property operated i*i more 
than one county can be assessed at any time or 
place at which the Board in its pleasure may 
elect to meet, w ithout notice of any kind to any 
person to be affected by it> action, and without 
an opportunity to be heard after i*..- action, for 
its decision is declared to be final. 
That Board may assess the roads at one hun­ 
dred thousand dollars per mile, or it may asses** 
them at one dollar per mile, and it' at rion being 
final and conclusive, neither the railroad com­ 
panies on the one hand, even if the power is ex­ 
ercised to confiscation, nor the people on the 
other hand, if the Board becomes corrupt and 
should assess the property at one dollar per 
mile, could obtain relief. 
Referring to this system, one of the most dis­ 
tinguished law yers in this country, speaking in 
the presence of the highest judicial tribunal, 
said: “ Somewhere in one of these briefs it 
written that the author has searched from the* 
time of King John for so flagrant an instance of 
discriminating and arbitrary taxation within 
the pale of the common law, am I that the ex 
ample before us leads all the rest. Be this as it 
may, for enterprise and ingenuity, for rude yet 
cunning severity, for irreverence for law, for 
disdain of obstacles, appearances, and tradi­ 
tions. and for contempt of vested rights, it seems 
safe to say, that carried away bv excitement. 
California has in form sanctioned provisions 
without parallel in the Constitutions of North 
American .States, made by white men for white 
men. in our time.” 
In the exercise ef this monstrous power, and. 
as I am advised, at the deud hour of midnight, 
the first state Board of Equalization made an 
assessment of railroad property. 
Tin* valua­ 
tions placed by that Board upon single track 
railroads, running chiefly through thinly set­ 
tled counties, many of which roads had never 
earned or paid a dividend, wa? more than 
double that ever placed upon any railroad with­ 
in the United States. The locomotives of those 
roads, some of which had been in service nearly 
a quarter of a century, were assessed at eighty 
per cent, more than new locomotives of the 
same pattern could be purchased for and placed 
upon the road, and this too in the face of the fact 
that knowledge of the prices of locomotives was 
brought to them : this in face of the fact that 
the value of standard locomotives was ascertain 
and easy of ascertainment as the value of Stude- 
baker wagons. 
In this respect there can be 7w mistak*. and 
when this issue was tendered to the people of 
California in the Courts of the country» the at­ 
torneys representing the State shrunk from it 
and stood upon the legal technicality that the 
power of this Board was absolute. I submit now 
hat there is not in the length and breadth of 
this State o,v■ single honest man who would submit 
that his property, for the purpose of taxation, 
should be separated from the great mass of 
property, and should be assessed w ithout no­ 
tice, without an opportunity to be heard, and as 
a finality, by a Board of Commissioners which 
could meet at any time or place within the 
State, and w hich was bound by no rule except 
its ow n pleasure 7 
I submit that if such a man 
can lie found he i> unworthy to be a citizen of a 
country that owes its origin chiefly to resisteuce 
to illegal taxation. 
It is being said almo>t d a i l y that th>* Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, in resisting the pay­ 
ment of a tax levied under such a law. and un­ 
der such circumstances, is seeking to avoid ob­ 
ligations that are imposed upon all other?. The 
distinction between an assessment made under 
the general laws of this state, and an assess­ 
ment made under the provisions of the Consti­ 
tution in question, are as broad, to the honest 
man, as the distinction between the efforts of 
the industrious poor and those of the highway 
robber. 
Part of the taxes laid ujv>n thi« assess­ 
ment are for county purposes and the property 
assessed «pon which a tax is sought to be col­ 
lected is, under our system of government, en­ 
titled to the protection of the local government. 
If A owns a piece of property in Contra Costa 
county of the value of SI.000, and B ow ns an­ 
other of the value of 52,000, and the Assessor of 
that county should assess the property of A at 
52.000, and the property of B at $1,000, A would 
have his remedy by an appeal to the local Board 
elected by the people. The remedy would be 
afforded by the process of equalization. But if 
the hour should com*? when the alternative of 
confiscation or a low assessment should be pre­ 
sented by some State Board of Equalization to 
the railroad corporations of this state, and such 
corporations, instead of appealing, as they now 
have done, to the legally constituted tribunals 
o í the country, should yield to the demands of 
the blackmailer, and their property within the 
county of Contra Costa should be assessed at 
one-fourth of it< value, while all other property 
was assessed at its full value, then the dangers 
of such unlimited power and the wrongs which 
under it could la* inflicted upon the people, 
would be manifest. 
Against these wrongs on one side or the other, 
and as a barrier for jill time to come between 
the exercise of unlimited power and the citizen, 
the people of thi> country adopted an amend­ 
ment to the Federal Constitution, which pro­ 
vide.', in substance, that “ no person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, nor shall any state deny to any 
person w ithin its jurisdiction the equal protec­ 
tion of the law.” 
The railroad companies have not set them selves 
above the law. but have, without concealing any 
property, with the thousand-times expressed in 
tention to abide by the law, whatever it may be, 
have appealed, as any man might appeal, to the 
Courts established by the founders of this Gov 
eminent, to interpret, as a last resort, the laws 
of the country, constitutional or otherwise. 
The principal stockholders of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company are men who, in the 
moment of that country’s greatest peril, w ith 
unbounded faith and confidence devoted what 
money they had, l>e it much or loss, all their 
energies and skill, to the sen ice of that country' 


and to the construction of a great work which 
the loyal people of the state of California, and 
which the Federal Government itself had de­ 
clared to be a work of military necessity, and 
which, if constructed, was to be dedicated tor 
all time to come, in times of peace as well as in 
times of war, to the services of that country 
Fealty to the Federal Constitution was even at 
that time in some sections of the country es­ 
teemed a crime. It is a sad reflection to-day, 
that an appeal for protection to the same instru­ 
ment, made in due form anti under its guaran­ 
tees, should be* heid to be a crime worthy of Un­ 
ban of outlawry. 
in the proceedings which have been had, to 
determine the validity of 'his >pet ml system of 
taxation, in nocase, and I appeal to the records 
w ith full knowledge of what they contain for 
the truth of this assertion, ho> the company 
endeavored for a moment to delay a final judg­ 
ment. 
To determine this question, as early a*» 
1881 Mr. Huntington commenced a* ti-.m in the 
Circuit Court of the United States, in w hich the 
whole m atter at Issue between the companies 
and the state could ’f finally determined. The 
state took a technical objection to tlie jurisdic­ 
tion of the Court, and the case went off upon 
that ground and without referent e to the merits. 
In 1882 the companies commenced proceedings 
in the Superior Court of San Francisco on the 
equity side, to determine the question at issue, 
and rendered into Court, without prejudice, 66 
per cent, of the tax claimed and desired to liti­ 
gate the balance. Again the State iuterposed 
technical objection.', refused to receive part pay­ 
ment or let the question be heard upon the 
merit?. 
The state then commenced suits to recover 
taxes. These cases w ere taken to the Federal 
Courts, which Courts alone could finally deter­ 
mine the question at issue, and an agreed case, 
known as the San Mateo case, was made up be­ 
tween the State, represented by Judge Rhoads, 
and the company, represented by Judge Sander­ 
son and myself. 
This case was taken 
to 
th»* Supreme Court, advanced oil the calendar, 
argued and submitted for decision. 
Iu the 
meantime an 
ele< tion had occured, and a 
change in the State administration. 
It was asserted by th»? press and many able 
lawyers that the rase was n o ta fair one. This 
was pressed upon the Supreme Court of the 
United Mates, mid that tribunal directed that 
enough eases should be tried upon their merit-; 
to present all the questions, and that when su» h 
cases were brought up they would advance 
them on the calendar and hear them at once. 
This fact w as publicly announced by the Court 
at the commencement of the Circuit (four: last 
August. In pursuance of that announcement, 
six eases were tried, but one of which has as 
yet been appealed. 
That ease was taken up and a motion made U> 
advance it. The Court refused, and the ground 
of that refusal, stated in the telegram from 
Washington to the prc*s, w as that all must be 
brought there, and that they would ". a Vur >c 
case by piecemeal. 
It will be borne in mind that the companies, 
although denying their legal liability, tendered 
on account 66 percent. ot the arnouni claimed, 
which would make u lax v*ry much greater than that 
ever levied vpon any such ynrperty in 
v 
reded 
Matt 
They did pot Claim, as has been asserted, the 
right to fix their taxes, but they claimed that no 
tax had been levied. Moved by a sense of 
justice, and in obedience to moral obligations, 
and not to “ humiliate a State, " they offered to 
pay more thau they believed was justly due, 
when nothing could V legally exacted 
The State Board of Equalization, in I882, re­ 
duced the assessments upon railroad property 
leaving it yet largely in excess of that levied 
upon such property in other States in the Union. 
It was stated by the Chairman of the Board, at 
the time of this reduction, that the assessment 
of 1880 had been made in advance of the assess­ 
ment of other property. and at a time when the 
Board believed it hud the full power to raise 
individual assessments tip :»> the .-.faudard of 
value which they had fixed upon railroad 
property, and that they intended to do so, but 
owing to a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
State, that power was denied to them, ¡in»i that 
the railroad property v is left standing at its 
full value while other property in the Stato had 
not been a>ses»ed at more than 60 per cent 
This was a concession by the very tribunal to 
which the framer? of the Constitution had in­ 
trusted the power of valuation, that the valu 
at ions of 1880 and UvM were wrong 
In view of 
this fact, and in view of the fact that the finance» 
of the different counties*' have been disarranged 
bv the non-payment of these taxes, in October, 
1.883, the railroad companies proposed to the 
Governor of the State to pay the taxes, although 
they still believed them too high, for the three 
years, upon the basis of the assessment of 1882. 
This proposal was by the Governor refused :n 
November, not upon the ground that it was not 
just, but upon the ground that he had ic* power 
to accept it. In the mean time the State author­ 
ities had. with the Spring». Valley Water Com­ 
pany and the San Francis *o Gas < ompnny. set­ 
tled upon the basis of the tux as a—cssed, with­ 
out intercut or attorney's /> »•«. although as against 
one or both com panic-? :he .-«'rite hi-1 prevailed 
in the litigation. 
Against this adjustment. v '. 
va? a finiil 
one, beyond which no pov *r can go, no i ry of 
unfairness was raised by anyone, and from that 
hour to this, as far as I am advised, ?¿j one mis 
question'd the propriety* w .'»/•??; ' - f d-.jt Mfllcm d, 
although it is conceded that the property of the 
water company would sell in oj>en market for 
!oo Tier cent more than the ass •--mi iit, while it 
is doubtful if the railroad property would bring 
in the market within 10 or U ;>c*rce:it. of* the 
asses'ruent. 
After the refusal by the Governor to adjust 
matters with the railroad company, and after 
the settlement was made with the .spring Val­ 
ley Water Company and the Gas Company on 
the 12tli or loth of November, the Fan Franci.-t •» 
Chronicle, in an article commenting upon the 
railroad’s proposition, took the ground that the. 
Governor had done right, but maintained that .1 
fair settlement of the whole m atter would be 
for the companies to pay the taxes flat as the 
Spring Valley Water Company and the Gas Com­ 
pany had done. 
That paper claimed, with a 
reat deal of force, that to satisfy the people that 
they were dealing fairly, and only wanted the 
principle decided, that the railroad company 
could afford to pay the difference between the 
proposition it had made to the Governor and 
the proposition of the Chwnir'e. which difference 
would amount to about $140.000.

have refused to correct their rtotav ¡*s aftc* «V ;V at­ 
tention had been called to the foe*. 
The companies have been represented as m ak­ 
ing proj>ositioii after proposition, in the belief 
that they would be beaten—a belief they never 
have for a moment entertained 
They have not 
assumed, as others have, to forecast the judg­ 
ments of judicial tribunals: they have been 
willing to abide by them, whatever they might 
be. 
The next step in this controversy was taken 
by the Attorney-General, who demanded of the 
Governor to know whether he would call an 
extra session of the Legislature, and stated, at 
the same time, that he would accept the Chrov- 
U'lcs proposition if the Governor did not. In 
the controversy which ensued between these 
two distinguished gentlemen neither the com­ 
pany. nor any one concerned, had any part. 
j After that correspondence had progressed at 
some length, the Attorney-General notified me 
to appear in Court, and that he would close the 
cases upon the proposition made by the Chronicle. 
K In view of the public excitement, I declined 
to close the cases upon these terms, and declined 
to settle upon any basis any cases in which the 
counsel employed by the counties objected; but

Men at that time might well be array»*»! on one 
side or the other of that question, and might 
c laim that railroad companies by taking »:’•>- 
sidles were taking from the people things which 
no Government had the right to take. Under 
such circumstances a man might well say that 
the question w as between the people ami th** 
railroads, Now when the railroad' have been 
constructed, when they are being operated, no 
question of that kind can arise. 
Almost every subsidy granted by the counties 
of the State of California has been returned. No 
subsidy was granted by the Federal Govern­ 
ment. except alternate sections of the public 
land w ithin certain limits on each side of the 
road, -u' h a contract any land-owner would 
have made w ith any person who proposed to 
build a railroad, and so far as the Centra! Pacific 
Railroad Company is concerned, this grant lies 
mostly in the desert, and has been of little 
value. I doubt if there i» now a private land­ 
owner iu this country whose land lay? :>00 miles 
away from any railroad w ho would not cheer­ 
fully give one-half of it to induce the construc­ 
tion of a railroad to that land, and think he had 
made a good bargain at that. 
The Government contributed no money to the 
building of thac roads: the Government loaned 
its currency bonds, and they were sold by the 
company at an average of sixty cents on the 
dollar in coin. That loan U now being repaid

In conclusion, I submit that when, in defense 
of the property of its shareholders, the direction 
of i corporation asserts the supremacy of the 
Federal Gonstitution and in the Courts uphold 
the grand central idea of the fourteenth am end­ 
m ent—‘ the equality of ail before the law ” — 
that such Directors are in the faithful discharge 
of their trust.-. oi»l o f the highest duties which 
devolve upon citizen of a free country.

Cal.—You are correct: the .specimens you 
send are the ovster-shell bark loase, or 
common apple scale. W hen the egg, are 
hatching, which is about this season in S ac­ 
ram ento and vicinity, spraying the trees 
thoroughly with whale-oil soap and sul­ 
phur solution—one pound to each gallon of 
water—will destroy the young scale, and 
will not injure the fruit or foliage, but 
improve it. < hie pound of lye to each gallon 
of water used will destroy it 1i:hrv the tree 
dormant. 
This is a very difficult species to 
destroy, but excellent results have been 
readied by washing with the lye solution 
in winter.

About four weeks ago I set out some 0 » fruit 
and 350 orange trees, on the west sirle o f a one- 
year-old vineyard. About three days after p lan t­ 
ing I noticed w hat is supposed to be a tree wee­ 
vil, and of w hich 1 inclose specimens. They 
eat the buds and leaves of both the deciduous 
and citrus trees : they also attack the vines and 
denude them of th eir buds. The orchard is ou 
ground that was not broken up u n til this year, 
and it is a heavy soil. 
If you know of anything 
th a t will rid the trees of these pests, please no­ 
tify me. 
R eply: The beetles you send belong to 
the Curailinidx and of the section known 
bv the popular nam e scut-snouted eurcu- 
!i ■- 
I have given this species the common 
nam e of the gray hark-eating weevil (the 
technical name is Thricolepis simulator; 
It

action consisting of the “ energy ’’ or power 
of doing work we obtain from our food. It 
is true th at we eat to live; it would be a 
truer statem ent if we said that we eat to 
work. 
We begin our physiological career 
with work, and our dinners are the conse­ 
quence of our exertion. There is, after all, 
a considerable savor of an adm irable social 
philosophy in 
this 
view of matters. 
The knowledge that these frames of ours 
periodically m ake reasonable and natural 
demands, through 
hunger 
and thirst, 
for the wherewith of life and work, 
seems to lead to the plain conclusion that 
tliev deserve good and wise treatm ent.

I.\w f o r Dogs a n d A n im als.— An 
Eastern exchange says : There seems to In* 
a great difference of opinion in regard to 
the law of trespass, anil the right possessed 
l>v tin* owners of property.

T heir remedy is to go to law 
for damages, and no man has a right to 
take the law into his own hands. Som etim e 
ago a person in a neighboring county 
poisoned a trespassing dog, and was ar­ 
rested. 
H e freely adm itted doing it. and 
attem pted to show that he had the right to 
do so. 
The Court and ju ry disagreed with 
him, and as he had no money, he was sent 
to jail for three month».

curred in Germantown a niunÍN*r of years 
ago. 
A neighboring sporting citizen was 
hunting partridges with a tine setter dog 
on which he placed great stora.

the telegraph, the rates are much cheaper. 
In Belgium and Switzerland, for instance, 
there are half-franc telegrams—that is. 
something less than ten cents of our 
money—while in Paris the telegraph sys­ 
tem I» supplemented by pneumatic tubes, 
carrying post-cards for half a franc. 
The 
KngiLsh Government paid £10,000,000 for 
what was worth commercially not more 
than £7,000,000 ; yet so great has laten the 
increase of business, due to Government 
control, that the shilling rate is Main to be 
reduced.

The basis of 
the useful and*popular luminous paint i» 
known to In- sulphide of calcium. 
Now, 
this compound, when unprotected by var­ 
nish, glass, or some other equally im|H'rv- 
ioiLS substance, is slowly acted on bv the 
acids of the air. and sulpbureted hydrogen 
is evolved, which blackens lead paint. 
This is well known, and can easily be 
avoided by proper protection of the paint. 
But the curious tiling is that unprotected 
luminous paint i- found to In* perceptibly 
blackened by the fume» from fresh lead 
paint. T here seem» to bo only one possible 
explanation of this, namely, that a surface 
freshly covered with lead paint doe» actu­ 
ally em it some volatile compound of lead. 
We believe th at many physicians could 
ix.ntirni this view from their own observa­ 
tions in regard to newly-painted houses.—

INTBlSUsTINO OBSERVATIONS. 
1 shall not attem pt to give detailed de­ 
scriptions, only glimpses at significant or 
i striking sight.» and observations. 
1 have 
been impressed with the high state of culti­ 
vation in England anti on the Continent. 
Cultivation in England surpasses th at in 
any other country i have seen in passing 
from Liverpool to Brindisi, on the south­ 
western coast of Italy, with tiie exception 
of Switzerland. 
England at this tim e of 
the year appears like one great garden. 
i:i 
fact, the land is so completely throw n,into 
the fields, that only a narrow way is left for 
the roads, which are crowded on each side 
with walls or hedges, and quite generally 
skirted with trees, and wind like bordered 
ribbons through tin- green cultivated land.». 
From Liverpool to London, by the N orth­ 
western Railway, and from 
London to 
Dover, the ground is cut up generally into 
small fields like those in the thickly .settled 
portions of New England. The stones are 
removed and the furrows ploughed deep 
and laid sm ooth, as if turned with geomet­ 
rical exactness. 
Indeed, there is visible 
honesty ;uul skill about the way in which 
the English do their work. The railroad 
tracks are sm ooth uud substantial, the 
q u a y s built for generations, the houses and 
stores made to endure, and the pavements, 
every tenth block in the cities, are not im ­ 
pagable for vehicles n r tom up for repairs 
In two days' traversing of London 1 did not 
»ec a dosed street or a dilapidated pave­ 
ment. 
PECULIARITIES IN ENGLISH PUSH. 
The English have great energy and push 
in business in their special and fam iliar 
lines of work, but are slow to make depart­ 
ures and adapt themselves to new em er­ 
gencia». 
W hen in London 1 went to a 
large tailoring establishment on Ludgate 
H ill, to look at suits. 
I did not find any 
that fitted: they told me they could cnt and 
m ake a suit for me thut day. 
It was 10 
o’clock in the morning. 
1 selected niv 
cloth, was measured, and the garments 
were cut and made and at my room before 
8 o’clock the next day. 
But when 1 wits in 
Liverpool I found a nail was w anting in 
the hx'k of my trunk. 
It was 7:30 o’cltN'k 
in the evening, and we were to start at 7:20 
the next morning. 
I w ent to the hotel 
steward of the hotel and asked if he could 
get me a tack and a ham m er. 
Ilclookod 
at the time, and wanted to know when 1 
was to leave; and when I informed him . 
he replied the articles could not be pro­ 
cured before that hour, and that there was 
mi other way hut for the lock to go with 
three nails. 
It was also necessary for us. 
leaving at that early hour, to give óur i ider 
for breakfast the night before. 
We gave 
the order, which was charged to the num ­ 
ber of our room. 105. and the meal was to 
lx* served at G:4ó. 
W e were delayed a few 
minutes getting down to breakfast, and 
w hen wo w ent into the dining-room , the 
steward asked if we had ordered breakfast 
and w hat our num ber was. 
We informed 
him , and he said there was some mistake, 
there was no breakfast for us. and he did 
not seem to know w hat to do 
I told him 
to get us som ething to eat quick. 
Finally 
hc went off, was gone some time, and came 
back, saying he hail mistaken onr num ber 
on his order-book, thinking it was lió. in ­ 
stead of 105, and then showed us to a tabh- 
where our breakfast was waiting for us, 
cold, with only about fire m inutes to eat it. 
ENGLAND BEHIND IN PROFANITY. 
1 have been struck w ith th e noticeable 
alwence of profanity in public places in 
England. 
1 have yet io hear the first pro­ 
fane oath in English since I crossed the 
Atlantic. 
In other respects the English I 
have met appear like our own people. The 
resemblance between the intelligent Lon­ 
doner and the intelligent New Englander 1- 
very striking. 
I saw nothing and heard 
nothing in the 
m anners and turns of 
thought of the people I m et in England 
that suggested to m e that I was in a foreign 
city. To a New Englander, New Orleans 
appears more strange to what I m ay call 
the intellectual and hum an aspects of civil­ 
ization than London. 
I give sim ply my 
impressions. which may be modified by 
longer observation. 
STAGING BT RAILWAY. 
W e were two days in London, and then 
hurried on to overtake our friends w ho had 
preceded us in Palestine. 
We selected the 
quickest route to Alexandria. 
This was by 
< alais. Laon, Basle. Milan, Bologna, B rin­ 
disi. and thence by English steam er to 
Alexandria. 
Most of the tim e through 
France was by night. This gave us our 
first experience of the Continental railway 
sleeper. 
In a few cases the Pullm an car 
lias been introduced, but the ordinary Con­ 
tinental sleeper is a poor affair. There arc- 
tw o berths in a com partm ent, running at 
right angles to the track, and the seats are 
so arranged in half of the com partm ents 
that the occupants m ust ride backwards, 
and no other seat in the car is accessible to 
them . We were unfortunate enough to get 
one of these com partm ents tiie first day, 
and as this made Mrs. Dw inell »¡ck, I asked 
th e conductor to m ake a change. 
He said 
he had another com partm ent, but it was 
engaged after the next station, but believed, 
when he found th at we were Americans, 
he would transfer us to it. 
lie did s o ; and 
after we had passed the next station he said 
the person who had engaged the com part­ 
m ent was the Prince of Bianco. 
But the 
Prince made no com plaint that 1 heard of 
yet he was sunn transferred to other quar 
ter» ill tin- sam e air.

We pa.»»e(l over the Alj*s ami aero»* the 
whole of Switzerlaml and down into the 
likdns of Italy by daylight, givingu.» am ple 
opportunity to catch bird’s-eye views of tin- 
grand and beautiful scenery. 
W e pussed 
the Rhine, the A a r; saw the city of L u­ 
cerne, Iatkc Zug, Lake Lucerne, skirting its 
shores or threading the edges of the cliff» 
overhanging it for fifteen or tw enty miles ; 
spanned the headwaters of both the Rhone 
and tin- R hine; 
pa.»»nl by the R ig h i; 
pierced innum erable ridges and the St. 
Got bard pass by a tunnel some nine m iles 
in length, and requiring twenty-two m in­ 
utes to pass through i t ; had generally tine 
view» of Lakes I.asino and Como and Lu­ 
gano, and dropped down the steep sides of 
the Alps into Italy by m eans of countless 
turns and curved zigzags, m aking tlic whole 
day’s ride the fullest and m ost crowded 
with varied beauties and sublim ities of 
scenery 1 have ever seen packed in the same 
length of time. 
W e passed Milan and Bo­ 
logna in the night, but we had twelve hours 
of daylight ride on the western coast of It­ 
aly. Our route skirted the Adriatic (most 
of the way in full view) for eight hours. 
Here the old villages are situated a half­ 
mile or mile back from the shore, on the 
steep, sharp points of bluffs rising suddenly 
from the low coast plain.

tain community of Christian song. 
The 
church is one: the songs of the church are 
i the common inheritance and product of 
the one church. 
W ere there not real 
unity of life there could not be such com­ 
m unity of song. 
The psalms of Ilavid are 
the world’s inheritance. 
The dove and the 
raven which fly- from this nest when we 
stir the leaves of the Psalter, are the birds 
which every man recognizes a* frequently 
brooding w ithin his own breast. 
Thus stands the case with all vitalized 
Christian songs. 
T hat which is too spe­ 
cial in its doctrine or in the experiences 
which it embodies, the universal church 
throws out. 
No Christian hymn can be­ 
come a hymn of the ages which docs not 
unfold thoughts and feelings common to 
the universal church. 
It is hard to put 
the S|K *cial points of Calvinism, or Arrain- 
iani.-m, or any other ism, definitely into a 
hymn, and then get the hymn accepted by 
the church. 
And further, all the greatest and best 
Christian songs are helpers to Christian 
unity. 
More has been done to bring 
Christian» together by giving them hymns 
which they could sing together than by 
all Conferences, Councils and Synods.

C hristian song.

McDonald 
clases the preface of his “ England’s An- 
tiphon ” with these words :

Dr. Wheeler, of Erie, read a 
minority report to the effect that resident 
Bishops in India and Europe are not de­ 
manded by the interest of the Church. He 
moved its reference to tlie Committee on 
the Episcopal Church. Dr. Wheeler main­ 
tained that the resolution contemplates the 
establishment of an Episcopal residence in 
Europe and India in tlie same way as in 
Boston and .-an Francisco. The report was 
referred to the committee. The Episcopacy 
Committee on .Judiciary

under the third restrictive rule the General 
Conference ha.* the power to appoint a 
missionary Bishop or superintendent for 
any foreign missions, limiting his jurisdic­ 
tion to the same, and with the exception 
that uii our Bishops shall he equal in 
authority and jurisdiction and subject to 
the same assignments of work. It is the 
opinion of the committee that the General 
Conference has the power to fix the resi­ 
dence of all Bishops in any part of the 
country occupied by the Methodist Episco­ 
pal Chnntli.

Som e tim e since he was made a trusty, and 
in that capacity acted as. assistant to the 
cook. 
Yesterday morning, about b o'clock, 
he was let out o f his cell for that purpose, 
and at 7 o'clock he was missed. 
A starch 
disclosed the fact that he had sealed the 
walls, and taken w ith him an ax, the p r o p ­ 
erty o f the county. 
H e had torn a brace 
from the woodshed, and. placing it against, 
th e wall, clim bed to tlio top, and jum ped 
off on the grass plot east o f the H all o f 
Records. 
The officers in charge seem to 
think that he could not have effected an 
escape w ithout assistance; tliai he eon Id 
not have removed the brace referred to 
without the aid o f at least tw o ether per­ 
sons. 
Two other trusties, whom it is 
thought aided Griffin in his escape, ami

extortion and unjust, discrim ination, to se­ 
cure the m aking of full reports by railroad 
corporalIons, and to litar complaints. Tin* 
Commission is authorized to fine oorpora­ 
tions convicted of levying “ tm-re than 
reasonable rates of compensation.” but no 
attem pt is made L define w hat is meant, 
by “ reasonable.1' 
Unjust discri mi nation 
is carefully described. 
It is made to < in­ 
sist in collecting » r receiving from any per­ 
son a greater compensation lor any service 
than is collected or received from any other 
person for a like service. The presumption 
is that this is intended to prevent the m ak­ 
ing of special contracts, but it is doubtful 
whethc it w* uld have that effect, and it is 
certainly op*en to question whether such 
contracts ought to be prohibited. Ill Cali­ 
fornia a bill is now before the Legislature 
which aims at the same tiling, but it lias 
been shown that in practice it would bene­ 
fit the large shippers at the expense of the 
general public, which is precisely w hat its 
framers wished to avoid 
One of the 
am endm ents to the On!loin bill provides 
that in case com plainants against railroad 
companion fail to prove- their cane, they 
shall bear the costs of the inquiry. This 
is an alm ost i:o<-« -**ary precaution ag«*inst 
malicious prosecution, or prosecution for

It may be questioned whether tlic* bill 
would not have been stronger had the 
duties of the fJom miss ion been restricted to 
general supervision, after the mode! <•* the 
Massachusetts Board. 
W ith powers so 
vague and a subject so fui! of difficulty, the 
(kirnmission would in any cate find it hard 
to lake action on the ordinary run of com­ 
plaints.

of tiie sea; :md to provide against this, 
William Wilkin* has invented a new life- 
preserver. consisting of an atmospheric 
helmet and belt. The helmet is provided 
» ith ample arrange ment* for sight, speech 
and respiration, and both it and the belt 
art: divided into two compartments, the 
buoyant power of either of the four com­ 
partments alone being sufficient to prevent 
the wearer from sinking. 
Indeed, it has 
been calculated that the weight'of a man 
in the sea, when fully dressed, is only six 
pounds, while the belt will sustain forty 
{Kiunds and the helmet twenty ¡x.unds.

SEN A TE . 


F riday, May 9. ISM. 
The Senate met at 10 a. m., Lirutenant-Gov- 
ernor Daggott in the chair. Roll culled and 
quorum present. Journal of T hursday read and 


aIThe> Senate took up Senate Bill No. 29, the 
m atter under consideration being Cross am end­ 
m ent to Section 0. prohibiting State Courts from 
iuteri>osing in any m anner to prevent the collec­ 
tion of taxes. 
.

. 
Del Valle m oved that, before action bo taken 
011 the bill, the Senate take up Assembly m es­ 
sages I th e Barry bill]. 
. 
Kellogg objected. He said it was sim ply an 
effort to get to work again on the Barn* bill. An 
entire dav <>r m ore w ould be spent in discussing 
the bill, and he did not see why the Senate 
should cot goon w ith th e im portant business 
before it. 
. . 
, 
Ryan w anted to proceed w ith the bill before 
the*Sc»ate, and said: Bill 29 is under discussion. 
We have got through w ith this bill down to the 
very iast section. The consideration of the 
bill* was 
vesterday 
postponed 
until 
this 
m orning, in order that certain Senators m ight 
post them selves: th at they m ight com e here 
this m orning understanding exactly w hat was 
the purport of the am endm ent offered by the 
Senator from Nevada. This bill has passed the 
Assembly. and it is one of th e most im portant 
bills th at we have had under discussion this 
session. 
It imposes a penalty ujkui railroad 
com panies and other corporations w ho have 
failed, or m ay hereafter fail, to pay th eir taxes. 
Those gentlem en who are alw ays raising an ob­ 
jection, and talking about not w anting to do 
auvthing w hen we come down to the point, 
when we are just about to finish up on a bill 
which w ill meet the wishes of the people, and 
\\ hich comes directly under the Governor's call, 
thev m ake a motion for a postponem ent. 
( ’ross said that w hen the Senate was asked 
yesterday to postpone action on his am endm ent 
to the income tax bill he supposed the request 
was m ade in good faith, and he had voted with 
those who asked it, in order that Senators m ight 
fam iliarize them selves w ith the provisions ot 
the am endm ent and pass a proper tax bill. I hey 
have a chance now t«> do it. It they do not, that 
is another thing. 
“ I, for one,” said he. “ w ant 
every Senator iqion this iioor to go upon record 
ujkiii this proposition.” 
[Mr. Cross reads the am endm ent.] 
“ S ection6. No Court w ithin the State shall 
have power, by injunction or otherwise, to in­ 
terfere with, hinder or delay the collection of 
anv tax laid under the form of law*, except upon 
a show ing th at th e sam e property has been 
taxed more than once for the sam e purwise. 
and in no case except upon paym ent to th e Tax 
Collector or other person entitled to receive the 
same, or into Court, a sum equal to the am ount 
of one of the taxes so laid upon the property 
in question : provided, th at in all cases actions 
m ay In* m aintained against the Tax Collector, 
or other ]>erson to w hom they may have been 
paid, to recover illegal taxes paid under pro­ 
test. 
All such actions m ust be com m enced 
w ithin thirty days after such illegal taxes have 
been naid. 
It shall be the duty of the Courts in 
whicli such actions m ay be brought to try them , 
ujion the request o f eith er party, in advance of 
all other civil actions, ami such taxes so paid 
under protest shall be retained by the Tax Col 
lector, or other person t»> w hom they m ay have 
I-ecu paid, until such actions shall have been 
linullv decided.” 
If there is anything wrong in the am endm ent. 
I would like to see it. 
If there is anything 
then* that is objectionable, I am w illing th at it 
should lie stricken out. B u t.s ir.it looks to me 
as though there was a sentim ent here prevailing 
like this—th at because a certain pet m easure 
could not succeed [the Barry bill], no m easure 
should. The motion to postpone this bill. No. 
2V. was m ade and passed yesterday afternoon 
until this m orning. 
Now another motion is 
m ade to put off the further consideration of 
that bill. 
When I voted to put the m atter over 
for one day. sir. I did so in good faith, and was 
not expecting th at there w as any desire on the 
part of any of th e Senators here to keep this 
m atter from com ing u p : but, sir, from this tim e 
forth. 1 am opposed to any {lostponement of 
m atters 
w hich 
will 
prevent 
subjects of 
taxation from 
com ing 
before this 
Senate, 
am i this last i>ostpoiioment being asked in favor 
of a bill w hich has no relation to th e subject of 
taxation. I oppose the postponem ent upon th at 
ground. If the motion w as m ade in good faith, 
how* i> it that the very Senators who yesterday 
advocated the postponem ent are the very ones 
who m ake the motion to postpone again this 
m orning? It m ay be that there are those here 
who are opposed t*> anything unless they offer it 
them selves, but for m yself I w ill vote for any 
m easure that is a good one, no m atter w here it 
comes from. 
And, sir, if there is a large m a­ 
jority here in favor of a tax penalty, if it is a 
good 
m easure, 
let 
us 
consider 
this bill 
and let it pass to engrossm ent. 
Yrooman said : There are two bills pending 
before the Senate under im m ediate considera­ 
tion. They are both Assembly bills. One of 
them lias passed the Senate with certain am end­ 
m ents, and has gone to the other house. They 
have concurred in a portion of the am end­ 
m ents. and refused to concur in the rest of the 
am endm ents, and now it comes bark to us. The 
other bill is upon the second reading tile of this 
Senate. It has already been am ended to a cer­ 
tain extent, and there is another am endm ent 
pending, so th a t in any event Assembly Bill 
No. 29. if it shall pass this Senate, will have to

tile. Therefore the m otion to take up and con­ 
sider the Bam* bill at this tim e ought not to 
prevail. 
The roll being called on the previous question, 
the Senate, by a vote of 20 ayes to 20 nocs. re­ 
fuse*! to take up Assembly messages, the C-liair 
voting in the negative. 
Spencer of Napa offered a substitute for Cross’ 
am endm ent to Section 0. providing in substance 
that a refusal of any corporation to pay the 
'ta.xe* levied and assessed upon it- property shall 
destroy its corporate existence, etc. 
McClure offered an am endm ent to Spencer's 
substitute, which the Secretary proceeded to 
read, w hen the C hair ruled th at it was out of 
order. 
The ruling of the C hair gave rise to consider­ 
able debate of a rather bitter character, when 
finally Mr. McClure offered to w ithdraw his 
am endm ent. 
objection was m ade to th e w ithdraw al, and 
the sense o f thq Senate being taken, it was 
ordered that the am endm ent be not read. 
Co».- held th at Spencer’s am endm ent w as not 
germ ain to th e subject, and not 
em braced 
w ithin the call of the Governor. 
He w anted to 
sec som ething proper accom plished; and if there 
be Senators who are pledged to vote against any 
bill or am endm ent com ing from the conserv­ 
ative side, and w ill them selves offer to am end 
the bill s»> as to prevent the issuance of injunc­ 
tions or other processes to restrain the collection 
of taxes, he would withdraw* his own and vote 
for such am endm ent.
